In approving the proposal by the Acting Chairman, NSRB, in the ref~ 
erence memo, the NSC directed (NSC Action No. 282) the CIA, in col- 
laboration with the Government agencies concerned, to organize and 
conduct a study of foreign economic intelligence requirements, fa- 
cilities and arrangements related to the national security, and 
based on the finding of this study, to prepare for Council consid- 
eration and action a comprehensive plan for satisfying the foreign 
economic intelligence requirements of the national security and for 
a coordinated interagency effort to this end based on a definite 
‘allocation of responsibilities among the agencies concerned. 


Interim reports by the CIA on September 8, October 4, and November
